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Regarding claims 1, 7, and 13, the closest prior arts, Blakeney, II et al., Rauscher (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,633,762), and Savolainen (U.S. Patent No. 6,259,927), either alone or in 
combination, fail to teach or disclose quality control mean coupled to said network control 
station and communicating with the mobile stations; wherein said mobile station notifies said 
quality control means of a downlink receiving quality desired by the mobile station and the 
location of the mobile station; said quality control means determines to which base stations the 
mobile station is to be connected in order to satisfy the downlink receiving quality desired by the 
mobile station, in combination with all other limitations in the claims.
